how many miners had gone into town 
to swell its population. 
It is esti- 


mated that 200 lives alone were lost at 
Keystone. The flood seems to have ex- 
tended over a vast area of mountain 
country and the hundreds of moun- 
tain streams, becoming swollen, only 
served to swell the Elkhorn river un- 
til it had assumed large proportions 
and carried destruction in its wake. 
Railroad ties and tracks, 'small build- 
Ings of all descriptions, trees, tele- 
graph poles, huge bowlders and every 
imaginable movable thing that came 
within the sweep of this mighty tor- 
rent of maddened waters went "down; 
the mountainous district in a seething, 
roaring mass of debris. 
Dead bodies 


could be seen floating along the valley 
by those who had gained a place of 
safety on the high hills. All day Sat- 
.urday the rain fell in sheets and it was 
evident that if it did not cease there 
would be a flood and great destruction 
must result from It, but it was not un- 
til after darkness had enveloped the 
coal regions that the great catastrophe 
was upon the country and was making 
a clean sweep of the valley for miles 
around. 


The little town of Keystone, with a 


population of about 2,000, is the prin- 
cipal one In the Pocahontas coal fields 
and is located near its center. It was 
to a great extent headquarters from 
which the mining

chased supples and was also the only 
place in the field where whisky could 
be purchased.

The 
officials of the co&l operators'in the 
stricken district have sent messen- 
gers to Elkhorn with a report that 
a conservative estimate of the loss 
of life is two hundred, some of the 
drowned 
being among the 
most 


prominent citizens -in the coal fields. 


The towns of Keystone and Vivian 


are the greatest sufferers. Keystone 


reported to have suffered the most. 


The death list there is reported to 


mount up toward 200. 


There were 35 saloons, in that town 


and only one of them is left standing, 
it being located high on the hillside. 
The rumor it that it is the . only 
building in the town left standing. 


Vivian the. next largest town is also 


reported to have, bene wiped out of 
existence.

A Fruit Salad for Hot Weatther. 
A fruit salad, crisp and cold from 


ts resting place on the ice, -will re- 
resh a tired palate as nothing else 


on a hot day, and it may 
be 


served at luncheon or be used 
as 


the salad course at dinner! 
For" a 


banana salad, take a large and per- 
fect banana, turn back a strip of the 
peel, and 
carefully scoop out the 


pulp with a small spoon. 
If you 


can get the short thick variety of ba- 
nana in either red or yellow—prefer- 
ably the former—you wi'l find it best 
for the purpose; but failing in these 
—and they are difficult to procure— 
you must make the ordinary yellow 
plantain banana serve the purpose. 
To fill the space left by the removal 
of the pulp—for the banana peels are 
to be salad dishes—prepare a mix- 
ture of thinly sliced bananas, some 
shredded orange and stoned cherries, 
and a few kernels o£ English walnuts 
blanched and broken into small piec- 
es; all these ingredients must 
be 


mixed in a bowl with a generous sup- 
ply of mayonnaise or boiled dressing, 
after which the cases are filled with 
salad, laid on crisp lettuce leaves, and 
set- on the ice until serving time. 
This salad should be prepared only a 
short time before serving—just long 
enough 
to 
permit ' it to become

Lake In Mlune*>ta. 


The national government has. been 


urged to favorably consider thevpropp* 
sition to create a grand natiouaX.jpar;k 
at Leech lake, about the headwaters 
of the Mississippi river, in Minnesota, 
and pre-empting the necessary lands 
before the destruction 
of 'trees has 


marred their natural beauty. Upon- 
this tract b£; land are'tribes of Chippe- 
wa Indians, numbering in all 1,500. It 
is proposed that the Indiana be left 
wher'f they are instead of being driven, 
away to foreign reservations. They 
are a unique and for the. most part 
peaceful people, and would serve as' 
valuable guides to tourists and fisher- 
mfen. .Already they are employe'dViiv 
industries which are civilizing forces/ 
Among, these is lacemaking. Bishop 
Whipple;: who has labored among this 
Indians of Minnesota for forty years, 
in 1890 obtained the assistance of Miss 
Sybil Carter, who, by'nursing in hos- 
pitals, .teaching in missions and mak- 
ing herself generally useful;;to; tfiejrejj 
man, finally started to teach them ro 
make lace. This industry has grown 
to -large proportions,, .and beautiful 
bedspreads have been purchased at 
higi figures by wealthy women. Here, 
toff, were made the beautiful lace lamp- 
shades, teaclothstand bedspread* which 
recently took a prize In- Paris, l^iss 
Carter even sells this Indian lace In 
Honolulu. And the 
game! In the 


forest one. finds moose, caribou', ,>deer, 
bears, elk, and wolves, besides small 
game, as :foxes mink-otter and squir- 
rels. Wild fowl, too, abound and "ev- 
ery variety- of duck, quail, woodcock 
and'; snipe that can satisfy the hunter's 
heart. The game and fish have been 
but little disturbed by'the Indians, v?ho 
only kill sufficient for;.their 'dally food. 
Success is- anticipated .as regards this 
park project. Its'; only opponents: are 
lumbermen.

A TOWN UNDERMINED. 


When Building* Sink They Are ^IB-rated 


on Jnck.erewi and Beit. 


The remarkable subsidences which 


have aften occurred In and around the 
town oj Northwich, In Cheshire, Eng- 
land, form the subject of a paper by 
T. Ward, recently issued by the Insti- 
tution pf Mining Engineers. The sub- 
sidences are chiefly due to mining in 
the upper bed of rock salt and the too 
rapid removal of $r^ne>j£yvmeans of 
modern pumps. In"'a natural condi- 
tion the water in or on the salt beds 
becomes saturated with salt and then 
ceases to dissolve It, but now the brine 
Is continually pumped up in Immense 
quantities, and the fresh water which 
flows to take its place dissolves .the 
salt ^llars which have supported the 
roof: and over-lying-strata, with the 
result that there Is a depresaion toward 
each pumping center. In almost every 
case the mines In the upper bed of 
rocksalt are destroyed by water rap- 


i Idly eroding the salt pillars in this 
I way. Another cause of subsidence is 
itheypumpirig of 
bqlne' from ptf the 


jrockheaa; that is, *the surface of the 


j upper bed of rocksalt. These are by 


i far the? most serious and widespread,

themselves first by small cracks in this
